The Constitution of a Slate it a law 


and only a law. It differs from other 
laws only in being the supreme law. The 
first canon of construction of all laws it 
to discover and givj effect to thf intent. 
Oat Constitution being a written law its 
intent is ordinarily, and in this case, to 
be sought in the language used. The 
whole instrument is to be considered, bow- 
•vir, and uot isolated sections -or pro- 
visions. Th* intent as drawn from the 
whole instrument ruiist always control 
the verbal force or effect of any on* sec- 
tion or provision. With this universal 
and fundamental rule of construction 
kept in view, we must apply the 
supreme law to the Act of tbe Legisla- 
tors in question. 


Our' State Constitution, Article VI, 


Sec. 1, provides: "Th* judicial power 
of this Stute shall b* Tested in a 
Supreme Court, District Courts, * *" 


Bouvier defines a district to be: -'A 


certain portion ol the country, separated 
frotu the rest (or some special pnrpoie," 
and refers for illustration to the creation 
and existence of the districts within 
which the United States Courts s*t. 
School districts and collection diitricts. 
Bouvier till* "district." Whenever the 
term "district" is Uied, in every w«ll 
regulated mind, the thought pictures a 
"iub-divison," a segregated, 
defined 


portion, of a larger territory. Would it 
ever occur to TOO that a "district" of 
Nevada was as large as Nevada? 


Where in the Constitution can one 


find a dciiuitiou of "district" that will 
support the Act in question, or warrant 
its enactment? There is no mention of 
a district, the boundaries of which conld 
be co-Urmirjous with the State. Pro- 
vision is mud* for school districts: Arti- 
cle XI, Sect. 2. Assembly districts are 
contemplated: Article IV, Sec. 3. Sana- 
toria! districts are provided for: Article 
IV, Sec. 4. 


Th*r* ia as much Constitutional war- 


rant for the creation of on* Assembly 
district and one Senatorial district, each 
to be co-extensive with the State. Th* 
very naming of the proposition is an 
exposure of its absurdity. Again the 
term "district" is used in contradistinc- 
tion to "State" iu Article II, Sec. 1, in 
regulating th* right of suffrage, when 
the requisition is: bn months residence 
iu tbe State, and of thirty day* in th* 
district or county. Again the Constitu- 
tion itself divides th* State into nm* 
separate divisions and terms them Judi- 
cial Distriets. Thus in two distinct 
provisions of the Constitution the term 
district is used as applicable to segre- 
gated and defined portions of the State, 
and in tbe other three instances where 
used, Senatorial, Assembly and School 
districts; it is certainly, by inference, 
used in tb« same sense. Thus iu five 
ndrpendent provisions of tbe Conntitu- 
:ion wa find the term "district" uaed in 
is proper and legitimate lellHe 
defined by Boavier, and no where nsed 
u any other sense, aud yet in view of 
all this, a special pleader would pervert 
be meaning aud intent of th* Constitu 
tion as exemplified in tbe law in ques 
tion. "A* n general thing, it is to be 
supposed that the same word (district) 
nt used in the same sense wherever it 
occnrs in a Constitution." It is not 
contended that this is th* invariable 
rule, bnl only the presumption indulged, 
necessary to be overthrown by those 
who assert tbe contrary. In the case 
of the School districts, Senatorial am 
Assembly districts and "district" wher 
nsed with respect to the election fran 
cbise, th* term is certainly used to 
define a "locality," a segregated portion 
or section of '.be State, wby is it need 
in any different sense in providing for 
"district" courts aud Judges. 


It is certainly not nsed in another o 


different sense where the inxtrumen 
itself establishes certain defined portion 
of the State, and calls them Judicia 
"districts." The burden upon the on 
district advocate to show that a "por 
tion" includes tbe whole, against ou 
presumption, is certainly a heavy one 
But this is not all. So far we have onl; 
cousider*d tbe meaning to b* attach** 
to the term "district" where used in th 
"Judicial" article of our Constitution tc 
be discerned by a surrey of the entir 
instrument. When we direct our atten 
tion to th* specific provisions of th 
Constitution toncbiag Judicial districts 


onrts and Judges, it only becomes 
learer and more, manifest, that the 
•rm "district" an there nsed mean* 
'district" and not ths State at large, 
.s before stated, th* Constitution eslab- 
sh«d Bio* distinct divisions, called 
hem "districts" and distinguished them 
y numerals. It then provides th»t on* 
district Judge shall be elected in each 
istrict, by the qualified electors of their 
espective districts. 
Article VI, Seo. 5.

In th* face of all these plain indica- 


ions of the intent of th* people in 
nacting the Constitution, it U pitiable 
evasion and subterfuge to insist that by 


district" ia not meant "district." That 
hough that teim, grammatically and 
popularly, means some particular divis- 
on or portion of a whole, and ii so nsed 
n all other provisions of the Constttu- 
iou, that th* people did not so mean it 
n respect to th»,JadiciaI By stem. 


Of course many of the Constitutional 


provisions cited to show the in tan- 
ug to b* attached to th* term "district," 
,od the intent of that instrument art 
capable of verbal application to a ont 
"ourt system, but it is the raising up 
aud glorification of the letter of tb* law 
ai against th* spirit, intent and meaning 
hereof, and even thig "letlsr" may be 
ead to overthrow the one court cham- 
pion. 


Some of th* objections to the Act put 


nto tbe mouth* of its questioners by 
he Champion of the Act, uims npec- 
ous enough to b* bis own "rntn of 
straw,'1 bat even to the most cursory 
;lance it would seem that if a law that 
divided the Su;« into diatricti could b* 
Jougtitutionally entitled "An Act to 
district" or "re-district" the Stat* that 
certainly an Ac! tbat abolished or de- 
stroyed all districts.could not be ycleped 
An Act to re-district" the State. Words 
•ould ce»s» to define ideas. 
It in an Act to un-district, not to 


re-district. For the reason that the Act 
does not create or provide for Judicial 
districts, or District Court* or Judges 
t is unconstitutional. Th* other objec- 
ions .to tbe Bill* will be hereafter 
noticed.

THE HII.VEK FIUHT. 


Menator Jone* Hop*fill of the •*• 


ami or Hie Battle for Financial 
Freedom. 


Senator John P. Jones, on his way to 


Vashington, wan interviewed in Loi 
Angeles by a Herald reporter, the other 
day, and ppeaking of tha silver contest 
n Congress, said: 


In the fight a great many of th* non- 


silver producing Suits will b* with u*. 
All th* West and South will b« OB our 
side. The H»us* is sure. It will stand 
>y tbe silver act to the laat. I am 
>op«ful that the Senate, too, will prove 
rue to the interests of the country as a 
whole. Since his speech in Boston I 
am afraid Evarts will go back to the 
gold advocates. For myself I do not 
sc* why th* public debt should not b* 
payable in silver as well as in gold. 
Tbe Government never agrted to pay a 
tpacifie value. 


If paid in gold, tbe Government does 


not and d:d not agre* tbat that gold will 
jurchaie as much to-day as it did last 
r'lar. At first the bonds were payable 
n legal tender. Up to 1868 they were 
payable in greenback*. Then, in 1870, 
when tha debt was refunded, they were 
mad* payable in coin. The bondholder* 
bought Congress might change the 
weight of coin, so they pat in a clause 
bat tbey should be payable in coin of 
tbe standard of July 11, 1870. Tbi* is 
Driuted across the face of each bond. 
So such clauae had ever before been in- 
serted iu any contract. This was tbe 
option of the bondholders themselves. 
!fow tbey are not siitieflod with their 
own option. At tint date silver was a 
•gal tender for all debts, public and 
private, and in itny sum. It would have 
leen lawful to pay $100,000,000 in sil- 
ver at that date. I hope to see tbia 
point carried and these bends paid in 
silver. The bondholders had 
their 


option in making th* law; now mak* 
them abide by their own law. 
As a 


matter of fact, these bonds were bought 
with gold. Why? Because tb* Gov- 
ernment refused silver? Ob, no. At 
tbat tim* silver wus at a premium of 3 
per cent. The bouds were purchased 
with thn cheapest coin. It was the 
option of the buyers. Now th* Govern- 
ment should have its option, as long as 
it is within tbe law. Silver fell because 
Germany demonetized it. 


It is a big fight. The power of th* 


President, of the great metropolitan 
press and of tbe banks are all in league 
against us. But, on the other b»ud, 
th* people are awake. They know that 
thia fight for financial freedoi* is only 
second to tba war waged 100 years ago 
for political freedom; and, indeed, if 
they los« tbis now that Ruined then will 
do them littl* good. Tbia country will 
be enslaved again.
